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HISTORY OF THE COLORED ORPHANAGE 
OF NORTH CAROLINA 


In August, 1882, The Colored Orphanage Association was formed 
in Henderson, North Carolina, by members of the Shiloh and Wake 
Associations. The idea was presented by Dr. Augustus Shepard, who 
noticed during his travel throughout the state the large number of 
homeless, neglected children. 


At a later meeting the Association set out to find a suitable 
location for the prospective orphan home. Many difficulties were 
encountered and in October, 1883, a farm of twenty-three acres located 
one and one-half miles from Oxford, on the Raleigh Road, was obtain- 
ed for $1565.00. One-half of the price was paid at the time possession 
was given. The Orphanage was named the “Grant Colored Asylum.” 


The Grant Orphanage Asylum ceased to exist in 1887 when “The 
Colored Orphange Asylum of N.C.” was incorporated. The members 
of the board were Rev. Augustus Shepard, Rev. Joshua Perry, Rev. 
W. A. Patillo, Rev. Isaac Alston, Rev. J. W. Levy, Mr. M. F. Thornton, 
Mr. H. E. Long, Mr. Henry Hester and Honorable H. P. Cheatham. 


The Orphanage was incorporated as a non-denominational insti- 
tution to receive children deprived of their parents and means of sup- 
port, and to train them along religious, moral and industrial lines in 
order to fit them for useful law-abiding citizens. 


When the Orphange was known as the “Grant Orphanage” Rev. 
Joshua Perry was elected its first superintendent and Rev. W. A. Pa- 
tillo was named General Agent. The Rev. Perry served for one year 
and was succeeded by Miss Bessie Hockin, a Canadian woman, who 
served from 1884 to 1886. Miss Hockin not only served without salary, 
but also donated her furniture to the orphan home. She had no income 
of her own and lived only by faith. It was during that time that Mr. 
Henry Hester, of Oxford, volunteered to pay all bills contracted in 
providing food for the orphans. Mr. Hester acted as treasurer of the 
Orphanage until his death in 1901. 


Rev. W. A. Patillo served as superintendent for the year 1886- 
1887. It was during his administration that Mrs. Adline Cogwell be- 
came connected with the institution as matron. Mrs. Cogwell not only 


Paved no pay, but worked to help support the children of the insti- 
ution. 


In 1887 the Board of Directors elected Rev. Robert Shepard 
Superintendent without promise of remuneration. Rev. M. C. Ranson 
gave board to the new superintendent until a three-room house could be 
enlarged. The enlarged building served as the superintendent’s home; 
boys’ dormitory, dining room and kitchen. A few years later a girls’ 
dormitory was built, and near it a laundry building was built. 


According to data received from the superintendent’s report of 
1902-1903, a forty-four acre farm was purchased in 1895 at the cost 
of $1,440; a little later an adjoining lot of four acres was bought. In 
1898 one acre of land located directly in front of the Orphanage pro- 
perty was bought. On this land a home for the superintendent was 
erected. It was a frame structure consisting of nine rooms. A small 
store room in the home was used for storage of clothing. Shoes were 
kept in an outhouse located in the yard of the superintendent’s home. 
A few years later a donation of three acres of land, on which was lo- 
cated a well built house, was gratefully received. There were on hand 
numerous applications for admittance that had been deferred because 
of lack of space. On Thanksgiving Day, 1903, twenty young children 


and a matron moved into this new home, since space was made avail- 
able for the new children. 
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Donations from Mr. B. N. Duke, churches, associations and fra- 
ternal orders were received yearly. Produce from the farm supplied 
the table, and cotton and corn were grown for the market. The pro- 
ceeds from these sales helped greatly in meeting current obligations. 
The legislature of the State of North Carolina appropriated $5,000 
yearly to the institution. This amount was increased to $10,000 during 
Rev. Shepard’s administration. Rev. Shepard resigned his position at 
Oxford in 1903 in order to help with the establishment of the Orphan- 
age in Forsyth County near Winston-Salem, North Carolina. 


Mr. H. P. Cheatham, ex-congressman and a member of the origi- 
nal board of incorporators, succeeded Rev. Shepard as superintendent. 
Mr. Cheatham served as superintendent from 1907-1935. In keeping 
with progressive ideas brick buildings were constructed during his ad- 
ministration to replace the original frame building. The bricks were 
made on the Orphanage grounds by the boys. The buildings erected 
were a boys’ dormitory, girls’ dormitory, chapel, dining rcom, laundry 
and dormitory for small boys. The Angier B. Duke School and Office 
Building was erected during this time, a gift of Mr. B. N. Duke. The 
farm acreage was increased until it reached the size of 400 acres. 


The Orphanage was re-incorported in 1927 under the name “The 
Colored Orphanage of North Carolina.” The following were named to 
the board of directors: M. F. Thornton, M. C. Ranson, J. W. Levy, 
J. C. Jeffries, J. E. Shepard, N. A. Cheek, Alex Peace, G. C. Shaw. 


Under the act of re-incorporation it was authorized that the Gov- 
enor of North Carolina would appoint five white men of Granville 
County as members of the board of directors. 


In 1935 Mr. H. P. Cheatham died, and his son Charles succeeded 
him as superintendent. Mr. Charles Cheatham served for two years. 
At the end of the period he resigned to accept work in a northern city. 


Mr. T. K. Borders was elected superintendent in February, 1937. 
His program emphasized the improvement of living conditions; special 
attention was given to health, diet, discipline and play. During the ad- 
ministration of Mr. Borders many improvements were made in the 
physical plant among which may be mentioned the installation of a 
heating plant in the boys’ dormitory, addition of a washing machine 
and also a sewer connection with the main sewer system of the city of 
Oxford. On October 15, 1940. Superintendent Borders died. The Or- 
phanage was directed by its Assistant Superintendent, Mr. C. A. Al- 
ston, apne) March 1, 1941, when Mr. T. A. Hamme was elected super- 
intendent. 


Mr. Hamme found at the Colored Orphanage a definite need for 
continued physical and culture improvements and the development of 
a definite vocational and recreational program. During his adminis- 
tration considerable progress was made along these lines, and efforts 
were made to have the institution meet standards set by other educa- 
tional institutions of the state. Buildings were screened and the in- 
teriors renovated. A new modern dairy barn, stable, shop, and super- 
intendent’s home were erected. 


In 1946 a special financial campaign was begun to secure funds 
for an expansion program which included remodeling of the girls’ 
dormitory, new boys’ dormitory, vocational building, girls’ cottage and 
infirmary. 

The loss of the boys’ dormitory by fire on March 20, 1948, ne- 
cessitated the use of all available funds to replace the building. This 
dormitory was known as the Robert Shepard Building. The citizens of 
the entire State of North Carolina and elsewhere contributed their 
finances to make possible the new Robert Shepard Building, which 
has been in use since 1949. 
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Emphasis has been placed on the development of the individual 
child to his fullest potentialities. A scholarship fund has been estab- 
lished by Robert Shepard, Oxford mortician, to enable those children 
who have ability to continue their training above the high school level. 
Under this program ten children have completed courses of study be- 
yond the High School level. 

There have been improvements made in the establishment of a 
well-rounded vocational program. The Carver Vocational Building, 
given by the New Farmers of America, was put in use in 1950. The 
boys are taught shoe repairing, farming, dairying, general repairing 
and care of the lawns. This training is given through work experience. 

The development of a full time sewing department greatly reduc- 
ed the cost of clothing and furnishes the main part of the vocational 
training for girls. In addition, the girls are taught laundrying, cook- 
ing, and general housekeeping. 

Though there has been no full-time director of recreational ac- 
tivities, there is a realization of the important part that this activity 
plays in the child’s growth. More opportunities for play and socializ- 
ing minimize the behavicr problems of the group. The program is in a 
stage of development, and at the present time free play, movies, bus 
rides, outings, ball games, Boy Scout programs, band and choral activ- 
ities are the main recreational features. 


On April 15, 1951, Superintendent Hamme died. D. O. Leather- 
berry was appointed by the Board of Directors as acting Superinten- 
dent until August 31, at which time Reverend T. H. Brooks was elect- 
ed Superintendent and began his duties September 1, 1951. The steady 
progress of the past decade is being continued with emphasis on all 
needs of the children. 


The present objective of the Orphanage is to provide physical 
care, individual understanding of the child and his problems, and to 
give training to enable the child to become an asset to the society in 
which he must live. Consequently, greater care is given to the selec- 
tion of children in order to reduce the number of unhealthy and men- 
tal defectives that have been frequently admitted. The children’s 
health has been very good, accentuated by the fact that there have 
been no deaths or serious illnessess for a number of years. 


The Institution is continuing to expand its facilities in the effort 
to meet the ever increasing need for its service in keeping with pre- 
sent day trends. Approximately $75,000.00 has been raised and spent 
for improvements of a permanent nature during the administration of 
Reverend Brooks. The following lists a few of such accomplishments: 
new and modern bathrooms in the girls’ dormitory, new heating 
plants in school building, girls’ dormitory and little boys’ dormitory; 
complete renovation of Cheatham Building which houses the auditor- 
lum and dining room; complete renovation of little boys’ dormitory 
and Angier B. Duke School Building and the building of a freezer 
locker. The Annie Rogers Cottage has been rebuilt and provides 
housing for a staff member. 
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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT

GREETINGS: 


I hereby submit to you the annual report of the Colored Orphan- 
age of North Carolina for the fiscal year July 1, 1958, through June 
30, 1959. 


Our total financial contributions for the past year amounted to 
$33,949.75 which is a slight increase over the past year. Details of 
our financial contributions will be found in the summary. Two other 
financial items showed increases which find us most grateful. Our 
aid from the Duke Endowment reached its highest figure yet in the 
amount of $13,738.23. The recent session of our state legislature 
granted our request for a ten percent increase in our state grant-in- 
aid funds which raises our annual appropriation from $77,000 to 
$86,000 from this source. These evidences of confidence in our pro- 
gram are accepted by all of us as a challenge to continue improving 
all of our activities. 


During the past year our main emphasis again has been to im- 
prove our living conditions and to increase those opportunities af- 
forded the children in our care for a well-rounded life. During the 
summer of 1958 we were successful in our efforts to take all of the 
children on a picnic. This was accomplished by breaking our student 
population into three groups which could be easily handled with our 
own transportation. The cooperation of the manager of Chavis Park 
in Raleigh and members of the City of Raleigh Recreation Commis- 
sion made possible our use of the Chavis Park facilitites free of cost. 
We were invited back to the park this summer under the same con- 
ditions. 

During the year it was discovered that termites were damaging 
our buildings. The cost of treating all buildings was $2,050.00. In the 
fall, additional farm equipment which was much needed was obtained 
at a cost of $2,500. Our band, under the direction of Fr. Floyd Matt- 
hews, made great improvement. New instruments for the band amount- 
ed to $750. Other repairs and improvements brought our total ex- 
penditures to $12,008.47 from our Permanent Buildings and Improve- 
ment Fund. Of this amount, $4,586.98 has been spent thus far on the 
complete renovation of the girls’ dormitory. Our farming operations 
were especially good during the year and bumper crops of corn and 
hay were harvested. 


During the year two new ideas entered our work from the ad- 
ministrative angle. The Duke Endowment Fund notified us that they 
would change the form of the annual reports which all assisted child 
caring agencies submit to them. This change will call for a more de- 
tailed record keeping than that used by us previously. This new system 
is to be put into operation as of October 1, 1959. Workshops for the 
purpose of explaining the new system have been held and we feel that 
the changeover will not be difficult. This new system will provide that 
the same report used for the Duke Endowment Fund can be used for 
our report to the North Carolina Department of Public Welfare. 


Last winter a sanitation inspection of our institution brought us 
a very low sanitation score. Although we have made much progress 
within the past few years, constantly rising standards indicate the 
need for a closer study of our physical facilities and revamping of 
our overall program. On July 1, 1960, a new state law goes into ef- 
fect making it illegal to serve raw milk in any establishment, school, 
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institution, or other place catering to the public. Several conferences 
with state officials and individual board members have already been 
held with the idea of discovering the most practical method of dealing 
with these problems. It may be that this is a good time to check on 
our overall activities and revamp our entire program. Definite recom- 
mendations will be forthcoming when proposed studies have been 
completed. 


We think it fitting here to call attention to another unusual oc- 
currence and its successful handling by our new medical officer, Dr. 
Rives W. Taylor. During the year just closed one of our students 
was stricken with spinal meningitis. The early diagnosis and treat- 
ment not only saved the life of the student, but she also shows no 
ill effects from this experience. Too, no other cases have appeared 
within the orphanage family.

REPORT OF THE ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT 


Rev. T. H. Brooks, Superintendent: 


Any program as vast in scope as the operation of an institution 
that subsists as many as 150 children must have, among many other 
things, an adequate recreational and activities program. The purpose 
of this report is to orientate the readers with the magnitude of the 
program now in operation here at the orphanage. While they are many 
and diversified, I hope to cover as near as possible the crux of most 
of them. Because of its primary and basic importance, the religious 
activities will be the first considered here. Children have to be fre- 
quently reminded of their religious needs. For this reason regulated 
exposure to the spiritual is mandatory. This is accomplished through 
the daily devotions held in each dormitory where the children partici- 
pate actively in a prayer meeting. On each Wednesday the program 
is moved to the campus chapel with all children on campus attending. 
Each dormitory rotates the handling of the prayer meeting. This 
activity is a very adequate supplement to our Sunday School program 
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which is another area where the children get, in addition to spiritual 
guidance, the practice of appearing before an audience. This is ac- 
complished by a short program presented by the children from the 
different dormitories after each class period. One dormitory follows 
the other in the presentation until all have participated. The process 
then starts over again and tle rotation process is the rule through- 
out the year. Activities connected with the Sunday School are financed 
through the Sunday School collections. One of the highlights of these 
activities is an annual picnic to Chavis Park in Raleigh. Another out- 
growth of these programs is an active Daily Vacation Bible School. 
Sixty-eight children attended for a period of two weeks. School acti- 
vities included trips to Raleigh and Kerr Lake, plus the handicraft 
works accomplished. Bible School activities culminated in a closing 
program at one of the Sunday School meetings mentioned above. 


There is in each building housing children a recreation program 
developed and supervised to a large extent by the matrons in the par- 
ticular building. There is an assigned play area around each build- 
ing with adequate space for games and sports including croquet, bad- 
minton, football, softball, basketbail, horseshoe and baseball. Equip- 
ment for the various games is turned over to the persons in charge 
of the building. They in turn issue them to the children for use at 
specified times. From these programs the children developed skills 
that preceded the formation of regular teams. These teams played 
other organized teams in the surrounding communities. Capable boys 
have been fortunate to have the services and guidance of a highly 
qualified recreational director in the personage of Mr. William R. 
Hason. Mr. Eason has produced, in addition to a fine team with a fine 
playing record, the sportsmanship and fair-play-desire that goes 
along with athletic competition. Some idea of the caliber of teams he 
has produced may be gained by noting the records of the teams. Of 
17 baseball games played, they won 12 and lost 5. In basketball, the 
record stands at 12 won and one lost. The girls’ record stands at 4 
wins against two losses (basketball). 


Along academic lines our activities are the same as boys and girls 
anywhere and in many instances even surpass what our social world 
terms normal. All of the children of school age attend school. At 
present we have 23 children attending the high school in the com- 
munity. Also there is an elementary school on campus that serves 
community children as well as ours. With these two schools come all 
the activities that accompany the youth in our modern day high and 
elementary schools. They include proms, field trips, lessons, home- 
work, report cards, and, of course, graduations. This year three of our 
children graduated from high school with commendable academic 
rankings. For one of these, our scholarship fund takes over and in the 
fall this child—pardon me—young lady, will be entering one of our 
colleges within the state. 


Our Boy Scout troop numbers 24 boys and, again, we thank Mr. 
Eason, our scoutmaster for his direction and guidance. Scouting incor- 
porates such things as practical and handicraft works, camporees 
and outings. 


Another area of development not yet considered in this report 
is the musical program offered at the orphanage. Mrs. Bettie J. Mayes, 
our choir directress, has molded 24 voices into a very creditable sing- 
ing group. Music for our vesper services, which are held each second 
and fourth Sunday of the month, is furnished by this group. In addi- 
tion, we have a standard program used on occasion of trips away 
from the orphanage. These programs are primarily for orientating 
people to the workings and needs of the orphanage. The choir on these 
trips carries the bulk of the music load and the trips, because of their 
frequencies, provide for another wholesome outlet for the children. 
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Another feature of our music program is that children showing high 
musical aptitudes are given the opportunity to take private instruc- 
tion on the piano. The value of such a venture creates immeasurable 
musical growth and development for the child. In conjunction with the 
other musical organization mentioned above, there is also a functional 
band program under growth at the institution. Any child who desires 
may enroll in one of the four band classes meeting daily on the cam- 
pus. All he or she has to do for continuation is to exhibit some degree 
of musical progress to the extent that his participation is a worth- 
while thing rather than a burden. Consequently the program now 
touches approximately 65 children, even though the marching band 
numbers only 34. This is due largely to the fact that there are not 
enough uniforms to outfit 65 children, even if they were prepared. 
Rather, it is a feed or supplement to those children in uniform. The 
marching band has numerous parades and concerts to its credit over 
the past year and the performances were greatly augmented by the 
eight new instruments acquired through donations from the Ameri- 
can Legion. We are extremely grateful to them and to all our unself- 
ish supporters.

Our motto in the sewing department is ‘Make use of what you 
Lae In closing another year, we have tried to make use of what 
we had. 

The sewing room and the work done in it are of great Import- 
ance to the life of the institution. Here our girls are taught the im- 
portance of taking care of and making their own clothing. With the 
numerous articles donated, our job has been a constant one in order 
to utilize every article. By this means we have been able to reduce 
our clothing expense. We have in our department a total of seven 
electric machines, four of these are heavy duty models. This year 
two old machines were replaced and the new equipment adds greatly 
to our efficiency. 

Operating a home is within itself a problem. With many differ- 
ent families combined, the problems of clothing are very important.

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FARM REPORT 


Rev. T. H. Brooks, Superintendent: 


With the cooperation of our co-workers we are very happy. to 
report that the year 1958 was a successful one for the farm and dairy. 


The crops grown were as usual: tobacco, corn, hay, potatoes, 
melons, vegetables and fruits. The hay and corn crops were far bet- 
ter than the 1957 crops. 

We produced a sufficient quantity of fresh vegetables for the 
table and a large quantity for storage in the freezer locker. 


We butchered forty-five hogs which gave us about 10,000 pounds 
of meat. We have on hand sixty hogs and shoats, and in this number 
we have twelve brood sows and one boar. 

In the dairy operation, we find that the milk production has im- 
proved greatly. Beeves and veals were butchered for use at the in- 
stitution. The herd consists of twenty-five cows, twelve heifers and 
one bull. 

We have on the farm one new hay bailer, along with other valu- 
able machinery and tools which help to hasten the operation of the 
farm with less manual labor. 

This spring we seeded ten acres of permanent pasture with La- 
dino clover and orchard grass. We expect to continue this program 
each year until we have adequate pastures. 

To everyone who has had the opportunity of cooperating with 
us in our farm and dairy program, including the boys who worked 
with us, we wish to express appreciation for your aid in making this

ANGIER B. DUKE SCHOOL 


REV. T. H. Brooks, Superintendent: 


Our enrollment this year was similar to that of previous years. 
Of the 331 pupils enrolled, 117 were children who lived on the 
orphanage campus. This is the largest number of children to enroll 
in our school in any one school year. 


We found ourselves, as usual, faced with the job of teaching 
children what they were ready to learn; and organizing learning 
activities which help each child to make reasonable progress. Many 
of the children did make marked improvement. Out of an enroll- 
ment of 331 pupils, 308 were in school when it closed June 8. Two 
hundred eighty-five students made sufficient progress to be pro- 
moted. 


Another teacher, Mrs. Willia B. Gibson, was added to our fac- 
ulty this year. Mrs. Gibson formerly taught at the Joe Toler Ele- 
mentary School. She brought to Angier B. Duke School a world of 
experience as a teacher and as a community leader. This addition 
helped greatly in reducing the number of pupils in each teacher’s 
classroom, thereby helping each teacher to do a better job. 


The Parent-Teacher’s Association did an excellent job this year. 
With the aid of the Woman’s Club of Oxford, the P.T.A. assumed 
the cost of lunches for eight needy children for the entire school 
year. 


Through the Book Club, the library was widely used. The Good 
Health Club kept the building and grounds presentable at all times. 
Members of the Safety Patrol and Student Council were always on 
hand performing their varied jobs. 


Athletic activities, under the able leadership of Mr. W. R. 
Eason, the eighth grade teacher, were greatly improved. Our foot- 
ball, basketball, volleyball and soft ball teams were a credit to the 
school. Through these games the players learned the value of true 
sportsmanship. 


Our major objective for the year was to improve the curricu- 
lum, since in many instances we find that a changing society de- 
mands alterations. We began by instituting a testing program 
through the school. From such a program each teacher found what 
she needed to do to provide better experiences for her pupils. Cur- 
riculum improvement is a continuous process which seeks to main- 
tain an adequate program of education. As a result, common learn- 
ings, changes in behavior, or life situations as the foundation of 
school experiences became topics of discussion in the classroom. I 
feel that since this program has been in operation, effective policies 
and procedures of curriculum development have been realized; that 
both parents and teachers have learned better ways of working to- 
gether for the accomplishment of a common purpose; and that there 
is a stronger conviction that the academic progress of children is 
inseparably tied up with their total growth and development.

We have made an examination of the financial records of 


THE COLORED ORPHANAGE OF NORTH CAROLINA 
Oxford, North Carolina 


for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1959, and submit herewith our re- 
port. 

Attached hereto, as Exhibit “A”, is a balance sheet of all funds. 
The records of the Institution are carried on a cash basis; however, 
this balance sheet is prepared on an accrual basis. 


Attached hereto, as Schedule B-3, is a statement of the Budget 
Operations for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1959. Revenue exceeded 
the estimated amount in the sum of $11,480.15, while the expenditures 
exceeded the estimated amount in the sum of $10,874.40. 


A summary statement of comparative receipts and costs of the 
Maintenance Fund for the two fiscal years ended June 30, 1958, and 
June 30, 1959, is attached hereto, as Schedule B-4. 


The per capita cost for the year under review amounted to 
$767.85, as compared with $735.56, for the preceding year and is so 
shown on Schedule B-5, attached hereto. 


The nominal profit from the Farm, Garden and Dairy operations 
amounted to $17,527.08, as shown on Schedule B-6, attached hereto. 
This statement was prepared from data given us by the management, 
and the quantities and prices were accepted by us without verifica- 
tion. 

Contributions to the Permanent Improvement Fund for the year 
under review amounted to $17,242.25, and is so shown on Schedule 
B-8, attached hereto. Disbursements amounted to $12,008.47 and a de- 
tailed statement of disbursements is attached hereto, as Schedule B-9. 
There remained in the Permanent Improvement Fund at June 30, 
1959, an unexpended cash balance of $13,686.21. 


Attached hereto, as Exhibit “C”, is a statement of the Capital 
Assets amounting to $554,450.25. The valuations placed on the capi- 
tal assets were estimates arrived at by inspecting the policies of in- 
surance coverage and other data and information obtained from the 
Superintendent and members of the Executive Committee of the 
Board of Directors. These valuations are subject to future appraisal 
and changes the Board of Directors may deem advisable to make. 


Exhibit “D”, attached hereto, is a statement of the Trust Funds, 
which we believe to be self-explanatory. 


Operations within the Scholarship Fund are shown on Schedules 
D-1 and D-2, attached hereto. There remained in this fund at June 
30, 1959, an unexpended cash balance of $3,849.33. This fund was 
created in the fiscal year 1943-44. Revenue accruing to this fund con- 
sists of contributions from various individuals and organizations. The 
purpose of this fund is to aid worthy high school graduates of the 
Institution in defraying college expenses. The advances made from 
this fund for that purpose are repayable at the pleasure of the parties 
to whom advances have been made. Outstanding advances at June 380, 
1959, amounted to $15,496.56, and are so shown on Schedule D-2, at- 
tached hereto. 
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GENERAL 


Our audit consisted of an examination of the cash receipts and 
disbursement records. However, we did not examine in detail every 
financial transaction recorded in the records during the year under 
review. We verified the receipts as shown on the records of the In- 
stitution with the respective depositories. All disbursements were 
evidenced by properly executed checks, on which the endorsements 
appeared in order. We reconciled the cash balances at June 30, 1959, 
with the respective depositories and found same in agreement with 
the records of the Institution. 

The Imprest Cash Fund and the Children’s Cash Fund were pro- 
perly accounted for. We examined by inspection and count the assets 
comprising the Trust Fund. 

No inventories of food and supplies at June 30, 1959, were taken 
into consideration in this audit, as we assumed there would be little 
difference in the beginning and ending inventories. 


All Exhibits and Schedules included in this audit report not re- 
ferred to, we believe to be self-explanatory. 

We acknowledge with appreciation, the cooperation extended us 
by the personnel of the Institution during the course of our exami- 
nation.
